Following  a  new  school  bus  driver 
through  her  first  day  completely  on  her  own  provides  the 
framework  in  which  we  see  a  driver's  special  knowledge, 
skills  and  personal  qualifications  at  work.  Gives  a  com- 
prehensive picture  of  a  driver's  duties  and  how  to  handle 
them.

The  hazards  of  the  "Death  Zones"— loading  and 
unloading  areas  around  the  perimeter  of  the  school  bus. 
Designed  to  create  an  avi^areness  of  the  unforeseen  and 
seemingly  incidental  events  which  lead  to  tragedy.  Enacts 
dramatic  examples  of  accidents  to  enable  children  and 
drivers  to  better  understand  the  consequences  of  their  ac- 
tions. Will  provide  driver  training  groups  with  insight  into 
child  behavior  and  the  stresses  and  temptations  that  pro- 
voke unforeseen  and  unforgettable  accidents.  (1975)

This  film  dramatizes  the 
causes  of  a  variety  of  school  bus  fires,  demonstrates  effec- 
tive suppression  techniques  for  each  specific  variety  of 
fire  and  recommends  appropriate  evacuation  procedures 
emphasizing  speed  and  safety.
